Priority

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 03, 2003 is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly disclose a semiconductor memory device comprising: a plurality of memory cells 
each having a first ferroelectric capacitor for storing data as a polarization value; first voltage 
applying means for applying a first read voltage between a pair of electrodes of the first 
ferroelectric capacitor composing the one of the plurality of memory cells from which data is to 
be read; and reading means for detecting the polarization value in the first ferroelectric capacitor 
when the first read voltage is applied between the pair of electrodes of the first ferroelectric 
capacitor and thereby reading the data stored in the first ferroelectric capacitor therefi-om, a 
hysteresis loop in the first ferroelectric capacitor is shifted in a direction of voltage opposite in 
polarity to the first read voltage.
